Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 06/10/2004 
has been entered in its entirety. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1 -4 and 7-9 are pending and under examination. 

Specification 

3. The amendment filed Dec 1 2, 2000 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32 because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material that 
is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "Product R is provided by 
Advance Viral Research Corporation (Yonkers, New York)". Applicant is required to 
cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: lack of written 
support for "at concentrations between 0 to 1 00%" in the specification. It is noted that 
the submitted drawings contains support for concentrations between 0 to 1 00%, by 
original presentation, however, no literal or implied support can be found within the 
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specification. Applicant is required to amend the specification to include 0-100% 
language since the drawings support this range. 

4. The use of the trademark RETICULOSE ® has been noted in this application. It 
should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. In the 
instant, it is strongly recommended that Applicant delete all instance RETICULOSE 
because it is noted that in Applicant's other works, U.S Patent No. 6303153 (col. 2) and 
6528098 (col. 1) unequivocally state that product R and RETICULOSE are not the same 
composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement, the claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. 

Support cannot be found within the original disclosure for the mass ranges that is 
recited in step "a')" of claims 1 and 7. While it is noted that the specification teaches 
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specific values, i.e. 35.0 g or casein, and that all quantities are subject to a plus or 
minus 2.5% variation for pH, volume, and analytical adjustments; the mass ranges that 
are currently recited in the claims are beyond the 2.5% variation from the originally 
disclosed values. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation: "the mRNA" in line 1 of step ,l f)"; and "the product" 
in line 1 of step "c')". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the reduction" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation: "the mRNA" in line 1 of step "c)"; and "the product" 
in line 1 of step "c')". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-4 and 7-9 are free of the prior art. These claims would be allowable 
upon filing of an amendment that properly addresses the above stated objection(s) 
and/or rejection(s).
